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INTRODUCTION 


The Charter of this company dated 4" October 1692 stipulates how the company 
was to be managed: 


“... here shall be from henceforth one of the said Company to be constituted elected 
and appointed in such form and manner as hereafter in these presents is expressed 
who shall be and be called the Governor of the said Company and that there shall be 
from henceforth a Deputy Governor and so many other persons not exceeding the 
number of twenty four who shall and be called the Assistants of the said Company to 
be constituted elected and appointed in such manner and form as hereinafter in these 
presents is directed... 


The said Governor, Deputy Governor and Assistants to be continued in their 
respective offices until the twenty fifth day of December next insuing the date hereof, 
and from and after that time until some other fit persons shall be duly elected and 
sworn into the said offices of Governor, Deputy Governor and Assistants of the said 
Company if they shall so long live.” 


Each member of the company will have 1 vote for every 5 shares they own up to a 
maximum of 4 votes per person. Members of the company were obliged to take the 
Oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance and other Oaths for the due execution their role. 


These elections usually took place at the end of December or beginning of January, 
exceptions being when a member of the Court died and needed to be replace. 


In the period 1692 to 1695 it was usual to have a Court consisting of a Governor, 
Deputy Governor and 24 Assistants. 


The reformed company of 1705 reduced the number of Assistants to ten, along with a 
Governor and Deputy Governor, in 1721 the number of Assistants was increased to 
12. In 1780 the number of Assistants was reduced to ten, in 1882 to eight and by 
1893 down to six. 


The Company encountered many difficulties a result of which it proved to be 
unsuccessful and it was decided to close down at a meeting held on Monday the 27th 
May 1695, the administration of which was finalised 23" March 1696". 


The company was reformed at a meeting held at the Crown and Cusheon in the Strand 
on the 10" February 1705. 


As a number of those wishing to be a part of the company were Quakers, the difficulty 
of them not being willing to take an oath needed to be addressed. 


In the Affirmation Act of 1696, the Quaker’s principled objection to judicial oaths was 
recognised, and they were allowed to make a ‘statutory declaration’ instead. The 
company were advised by Sir Symon Harcourt (Solicitor General) that the affirmation 
of a Quaker is admissible in place of the oaths for entry into the Company. 


In 1730 the company was in financial difficulty and at a meeting held 17" April 1730 : 
“It appearing to this Court that the Company’s books of Accounts have not been 
regularly kept it was agreed that an accountant should be employed to put the same 
in order. And one Mr William Pardon being proposed to this Court for that purpose.” 


It also became apparent that the previous Court had been misusing funds, it was 
decided to pursue a claim against the previous Court members in Chancery. The 
result of this claim is recorded in the minutes of 12 June 1739. 


12th June 1739 LLC 9 


“The secretary reported that on the 28" and 30 days of May last past and the first 
day of this instant June the cause depending in the Court of Chancery between this 
Company and John Hall and Joseph Hall Executors of Urban Hall Deceased (formerly 
governor) George Pick Executor of Enoch Floyd Deceased (Deputy Governor) John 
Gray Executor of Edward Wright Deceased (Assistant and Treasurer) John Tatnall & 
Edward Leeds Junior Executors of Edward Leeds Senior Deceased (Assistant) Arthur 
Woolley (Assistant) Sarah Hopkins Executrix of John Haddon & Bery Hopkins both 
Deceased (Assistants) William Smith (Assistant) Matthew Beachcroft & Robert 
Beachcroft Executors of Samuel Beachcroft Deceased (Assistant) James Creed & 
Edward Leeds Junior (Assistants) and James Allen Executor of John Toms Deceased 
(Assistant of this Company) was heard before the Lord Chancellor and on the last of 
those days a Decree was pronounced in favour of this Company. 


The minutes where of as entered in the Registers Book are as follows.” 


Friday the 1st Day of June 1739 
Lead Company against Beachcroft and others. 
Lord Chancellor 


“Declare that the allowance of the sum of £12,017 10s made by the Court of 
Assistants on the 25 July 1721 to Doctor Wright the then Treasurer of the 
Company on account of South Sea Stock & South Sea Subscriptions pretended 
to have been bought in the months of August, September and October 1720 and 
of the payments on such Subscriptions and also the allowance of the sum of 
£1,531 made by the said Court on the 27 March 1722 on account of the 
difference arising on a contract for £2,000 London Assurance Stock pretended 
to have been made with Joseph Willie in August 1720 were unwarrantable and 
wrongfully made by the said Court of Assistants. And that the said two sums of 


' To save confusion all years are given as if the first month of the year is January. 


£12,017 10s & £1,531 were fraudulently charged on the Plaintiffs the Company 
in breach of the Duty of trust reposed in the said Court of Assistants and 
Treasurer. 


And that the Defendant Gray the Executor of the said Doctor Wright & such of 
the Governor, Deputy Governor & Assistants as were present at the said 
respective Courts of Assistants and did not dissent from the orders for making 
such allowances ought to make satisfaction for the same to the Plaintiffs the 
Company. ...” 


In 1884 a meeting was held to consider registering the Corporation as a Limited 


Company under the Companies Acts, 1862 to 1883, the result of which was recorded 
at a meeting of 5th February 1884: 


“Resolved that the Court having well considered the effect of the votes taken at the 
meeting on the 22nd January, have come to the determination to place their seals at 
the disposal of the shareholders. And the Governor is requested to inform the 
shareholders of this resolution, and to give them notice of a day to be fixed for the 
election of a new Court. 


The date chosen was the 4th March next.” 


A new Court was elected on the 4 March 1884, and from the point of view of 
management there was little change after this time. The company began to wind up 
its affairs and the records of General Court Meetings of the Shareholders 1901 to 1904 
record the closing down and the selling of assets.

Calendar Before 1752 

Prior to 1752 in England, the year began on 25 March (Lady Day), by an Act of 
Parliament in 1851, the beginning of the year was changed to 1° January. This 
meant that prior to 1St January 1852 the 1S month of the year was March, the 2"¢ 
April, 3 May, etc. 

For the sake of continuity modern/post 1752 dates have been used so January 
1704/5 is written as 1705. 


Richard Owen. 

Richard Owen was named in the Charter of the Company as Governor. 

Richard Owen was sworn in as Governor on 13!" October 1692, and continued as 
governor until the winding up of the companies affairs in March 1696, reported as 
dead by 1705. 


Possibly Sir Richard Owen, Merchant of London, his Will dated 20" July 1702 , 
Probate 2"4 December 1702 mentions his dispute in Chancery with Richard Richards: 


Treasury Calendar: July 1696, 21-31 

315 July 1696 

Same to Mr. Blathwaite. Sir Richard Owen, merchant, has petitioned (in view of his 
long services to the Crown as Consul abroad and of his sufferings and losses) for a 
grant of a debt of 698/. 14s. 9d. owing by Richard Rickards for Customs in 1695 and 
1696 [sic? for 1685 and 1686] Rickards being his near kinsman and in very mean 
circumstances having no other subsistence but a small employment belonging to a 
Copper Company. The Treasury Lords (on reference thereof from the Privy Council) 
have ordered a warrant for such grant, as enclosed. Please lay same before the King 
and if he pleases to sign it, return it for my Lords' counter-signature

Samuel Davis 

The minutes of the Committee The Royal Mines Copper show that Mr Samuel Davis 
has been a member of the Committee from 1697 to 30" March 1702, he was not re- 
elected for the year 1702. It appears from the minutes that there was a dispute 
between the Company and Samuel Davis over Shares in the Company. 


15th September 1702 “Whereas the difference between Mr Samuel Davis & this 
Company about paying for the 35 virgin shares was laid before the general meeting of 
the 12th of May last it was left to the committee to refer it or do therein as they thought 
fit, and the said Committee on the 16th June last agree with Mr Davis to refer the said 
difference between him and this Company to Messrs Robert Ruddle & Andrew Prime. 
It is now this day agreed and ordered to refer the same to Messrs Ruddle & Charles 
Du Bois of London, Merchant. That bonds of arbitration be prepared, that Peter de 
Lannoy Esq the Chairman does into the same on account of the Company & that he 
be indemnified for his so doing, from all trouble & charges, the Penalty to be thousand 
pounds each, & to give the arbitration two months per the date of the said bond” 
There are various references in later minutes of the Royal Mines Copper but no 
resolution to the case. 

The next reference appears in the LLC Court minutes of 9th May 1706, where 
following a dividend payment of 20s per share “Ordered. That Mr Samuel Davis have 
Credit given him in his Account with this company for Fifty pounds, being for a 
dividend of twenty shillings per share on the fifty shares now in his name in this 
Company’s books.” 


Samuel Davis took the Oath on the 10‘ February 1705, and was elected as governor 
at a meeting held 10'" February 1705, the minutes of the 14 January 1707 indicate 
that he was a member of the Court of Assistants having been replaced as governor 


by Urban Hall. The last reference to Samuel Davis is in the minutes of 19" January 
1719/20, when he is credited £10 for shares in his name. 


Urban Hall born 1649 married Ann Greene 6 March 1678 at All Hallows, London. 
In 1716 he was Prime Warden of the Fishmonger Company in 1716, & 1717, he 
lived in Broad Street. Urban Hall was a slave trader, in 1699 he was Sub Governor 
of the Royal African Company, founded in 1667, to furnish his Majesties American 
Plantations with Negroes at certain and moderate rates.? 

Urban Hall was a member of “the Company of Copper Miners in Wales? 

Urban Hall is first mentioned in the Minute book of the Committee of The Royal 
Mines Copper of the 8" February 1700 as being a member of the committee. He 
took the Oath on the 10" February 1705 and was elected as a member of the Court 
of Assistants of the LLC. He took over the role of Governor from Samuel Davis in 
1707, Urban Hall, Canary Merchant, died 3 February 1730 aged about 80, at 
Clapham, Surrey. 


Enoch Floyd 

Enoch Floyd, was the Clerk to the Royal Mines Copper Company until April 1704, he 
was a shareholder and elected to the Committee 4" April 1704. He was elected to 
the Court of Assistants of the LLC 10" February 1705, and at the meeting of 13" 
February 1705 he was elected Deputy Governor and took the oath. He became 
Governor of the Company on 10" March 1730. 


Enoch Floyd Merchant died 2" July 1731. 
Possible baptism 26 June 1687 at All Hallows, Goldsmith St, Exeter son of Thomas 
Floyd 


Charles du Bois 

Charles du Bois was mentioned in the minutes of the Royal Mines Copper 

15th September 1702, as a referee for Samual Davis. He took the oaths and joined 
the Court of Assistants 14" January 1707, he was elected Governor 7" January 
1731, he was last elected to the Court as Governor 4" January 1733 


Charles followed his father into the Cloth & silk trade as well as being Cashier General 
to the East India Company he died 215' October 1740 aged 83, his Will dated 29" April 
1737.

John Freame had acted as banker (Freame and Gold) for the Royal Mines Copper 
Company. 

John Freame was elected to the Court of Assistants 6" January 1730, elected 
Deputy Governor 6" January 1732, and Governor 3 January 1734, he was last 
elected Governor 318 December 1741 for the year 1742. 

Church of England baptism 14 June 1663 (parents Thomas & Mary (nee Langley) 
Freame) at Avening, Gloucestershire, he married Priscilla Gould 19" October 1697, 
at the monthly meeting (Quaker) of Devonshire House, London.

John born 30" July 1698 at Lombard Street, Parish of Edmond the King, London, 
John died 17 September 1698. 

Mary born 22"4 September 1700, Lombard Street, Parish of Edmond the King,

Cornelius Mason snr 

Cornelius Mason senior was a member of the Committee of the Royal Mines Copper 
serving from at least January 1698 until 1704. He became a member of the LLC 
Court of Assistants at a meeting of 13" February 1705 he died 8" October 1705 
aged 48. 


Cornelius Mason senior married Mary Bellers daughter of Francis Bellers 
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Quarterly Meeting of London and Middlesex: Birth, Marriage and Deaths (1646- 
1708): 

8th July 1690 marriage of Cornelius Mason of Cannon Street, London, Skinner son of 
John Mason, late of Winchcombe in Gloucestershire (John also owned a 5000 acre 
estate in Cumberland County USA, also named Winchcomb, which he had bought of 
Edmund Warner in 1675, see History of the Counties of Gloucester, Salem, and 
Cumberland New Jersey), Skinner, deceased: And Mary Bellers of Laurence 
Pouttney’s Lane, London, daughter of Francis Betters, late of London, Merchant 
deceased.

1. John born 20th April 1691 in Cannon Street, in the parish of Swithings, London. 
Died aged about six years 10 months, on the 6th March 1697/8. Searchers report of

4. Cornelius son of Cornelius Mason, Skinner and Mary his wife was born on the 4th 
day of the tenth month in the year one thousand six hundred and ninety four in 
Cannon Street, London, in the parish of Sweething. 

5. Jonathan son of Cornelius Mason, Skinner and Mary his wife, was born the 29th 
day of March 1696 in Cannon Street, in the parish of Sweethings, London. 

6. Francis son of Cornelius Mason, Skinner and Mary his wife, was born the 34th day 
of June1697 in Cannon Street, in the parish of Sweethings, London. 


7. Elizabeth daughter of Cornelius Mason, Skinner and Mary his wife, was born the 
9th day of August 1698 in Cannon Street, in the parish of Sweethings, London 

8. Lydia daughter of Cornelius Mason, Skinner and Mary his wife, was born the 3rd 
day of March 1699 in Cannon Street, in the parish of Swithings, London 

9. John Mason, son of Cornelius Mason, Skinner and Mary his wife, was born the 
11th day of December 1703 in Cannon Street, in the parish of Swithins, London. 
Died 26th July 1704. Searchers report Convulsion fits. 

10 Joseph born 2nd Aug 1705, died 19th August 1706: Joseph Mason son of 
Cornelius Mason deceased and Mary his widow of the parish of Swithings, London, 
aged about 12 months died 19th August 1706. Searchers report of Gripes and 
inward convulsions. 


3. Mary Mason daughter of Cornelius Mason, late of Cannon Street, Skinner, 
deceased married John Mucklow citizen and Grocer of London on 4th October 1716, 
at Bull & Mouth. Relatives at the wedding Cornelius Mason, Jonathan Mason, 
Francis Mason, Elizabeth Mason, Lydia Mason. 


Cornelius Mason senior died 8 October 1705 aged about 48 years 
Mary Mason senior died 26'" October 1715, aged about 52. 


4. Cornelius Mason jnr. (born 4" December 1694) junior joined the Company 
21% January 1718 when he took the oath,. He was elected to be on the committee 
of enquiry into the behaviour of the previous Court’s behaviour January 1731. He 
joined the Court of Assistants 6'" January 1732. He became Deputy Governor 3" 
January 1734 and Governor 6!" January 1743. 

Cornelius Mason jnr., merchant dealing in hides, pelts 


The Gentleman’s Magazine, Volume 22, states that Cornelius Mason Esq., late 
Governor of the lead mines, very rich, died 28" April 1752, his will indicates he had 
properties in the city of Philadelphia, and 5000 acres of land in West Jersey 
(Provence of New Jersey, America). His will does not mention a wife or any 
children, and no marriage has been found.

“At John Mason’s death the estate descended to his oldest son and heir-at- 
law, Cornelius Mason. He had the five thousand acres located and surveyed 
May 30, 1689, and gave it the name of Winchcomb Manor. 

“Cornelius Mason seems to have been ambitious to establish a manor, and 
retained the title to the whole tract, or if he sold any he reserved quit-rents. At 
his death it descended to his son, Cornelius Mason, Jr., of London, a merchant 
dealing in hides, pelts, etc., who willed it to his cousin and heir-at-law, Joseph 
Mason, of Newington Butts, in the county of Surrey, and others; and they by 
deed dated Nov. 24, 1762, sold the same to Israel Pemberton, a prominent 
member of the Society of Friends in Philadelphia.”

Thomas Hyam 

Thomas Hyam signed the Declaration and joined the Company 23 October 1705, 
and elected to the Court of Assistants 5" January 1737. He was elected Deputy 
Governor 6'" January 1743, and Governor 22" May 1752, he served until his death 
in 1763 


Thomas Hyam was the son of George and Patience Hyam born 13'" December 
1681. 

George and Patience Hyam had at least 4 other children, a still born child buried 6" 
July 1692, Ann born ? married William Holland 26th May 1692, Joshua born 14th 
October 1676, and Joseph born 3rd January 1673. 


Patience Hyam died aged about 60 years, 21st October 1711; Searchers reported a 
fever, buried at Longlane in Southwark, 22nd October 1711. 


George Hyam died aged 63 years 3rd May 1712, at Southwark, Searchers reported

“Mr Thomas Hyam, late Merchant of this city aged 84: He was Governor of the Lead 
Mine Company, and procured an act of parliament to enable trustees to fell the lands 
of the Pennsylvania Land Company, and with indefatigable pains and application 
brought the affairs of that company, which had long lain in the utmost confusion into 
order for which he deserved and received the prayers of many widows and orphans, 
who were deeply interested in them. These lands have been since sold and the money 
divided amongst the proprietors, who have proved their shares and the value of the 
shares that are unclaimed is applied to the support of a public work.” 


Thomas died 17° May 1763, aged about 81, buried at Bunhill Fields, Devonshire.

The Court of Assistants minutes record that on the 8th January 1801 “a letter was 
read from Nathanial Springall acquainting the Court that he had resigned his 
business to his son Thomas How Masterman to whom he requests a continuance of 
the Courts favours. 

A letter was also read from T. H. Masterman soliciting a continuation of the Courts 
favours. Upon a motion being made & seconded that the Silver be sent to T. H. 
Masterman as formerly. It was carried unanimously.” 


Thomas How Masterman was a Goldsmith, he also had an interest in a Malt 


Distillers at Wandsworth the London Gazette shows the partnership was dissolved 
29 June 1793. 
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Thomas How Masterman married Richenda Springall (parents, Nathanial Springall & 
Richenda Barclay) in 1784. 

They do not appear to have had any living children at the time of Thomas’s death in 
1824. 

Thomas How Masterman died 24 May 1824 and was buried at the Quaker burial 
Ground at St Albans 9th May 1824. 


The 1841 census gives Richenda Masterman, aged 82, living at Elm Cottage, 
Keston, Kent. 

Richenda Masterman died 1844, the obituaries in Jacksons Oxford Journal of 13th 
January 1844 state "At Walthamstow, in her 86th year Richenda, Relict of Thomas 
How Masterman, Esq. of Keston, Kent.” The probate of her will being 24th January

This wealthy and eminent city banker has died, leaving funded and personal 
property, independent of his real estates, to the amount of nearly £160,000. 
By his will, which he had made some years before his death, he has 
bequeathed to each of his six children a legacy of £15,000; and a legacy to 
his sister, Mrs. Oxley, and his nephew Henry Oxley. His library, with all the 
books and contents, he has left to his eldest son, John Masterman, Esq., the 
member for the city, to whom he has devised the estate at Leyton, where he 
resided, as well as all other his real estates, freehold or copyhold. The residue 
of his personal estate he leaves to his two sons, John and Thomas, whom he 
has appointed executors of the will.

“Octavius Wigram (18 December 1794 — 20 May 1878) was an English businessman 
and ship owner in the City of London, a member of Lloyds and Governor of the Royal 
Exchange Assurance Corporation. 

“He was born at Walthamstow House, Walthamstow, on 18 December 1794, he was 
the twelfth child and seventh son of Sir Robert Wigram, 1st Baronet (1744-1830), a 
merchant shipbuilder and Tory politician who had a total of twenty-three children. He 
was educated privately at Shacklewell, and at the age of sixteen he entered his father's 
counting house.” 
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In 1819 he became a director of the Royal Exchange Assurance Company, remaining 
with the company until his death. 

From 1823 to 1831 Octavius Wigram is listed as the owner of two ships in the service 
of the East India Company. In 1824 he was elected a member of Lloyds, and on 24 
March 1824 was married at St George's, Hanover Square, by William Knox, Bishop of 
Derry, to the bishop's daughter, Isabella Charlotte, who was a niece of Thomas Knox, 
2nd Viscount Northland. They had three sons and three daughters. 

Octavius Wigram was a partner in Huldart's Patent Cables Company and Reid's 
Brewery Company, was on the Committee of Lloyd's Register of Shipping, and was a 
member of a Royal Commission of inquiry into the law governing pilots. 

In 1870 he was still Governor of the Royal Exchange Assurance Company, and the 
next year the Company presented him with his portrait in oils by Sir George Richmond, 
RA. He died on 20 May 1878.”

The following year, Thomas Addison endeavoured to show 
that he had discovered a method of smelting all sorts of iron ore, iron stone, slags, 
cinders and other material, using pit or sea coal, by which means good iron could 
be made cheaper than heretofore. He obtained a warrant for a patent on February 
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15th, 1692 . Addison transferred his patent to a number of others, and he, together 
with his partners, petitioned on December 6th for incorporation on the ground that 
the undertaking required many thousands, which could only be raised by means 
of a joint-stock .

Sir Clement Clerke helped introduce a major change in the metal industries about 
1678 which was introducing the use of coal instead of wood products in smelting by 
using a reverberatory furnace known as a cupola. With cupolas, impurities in the coal 
did not get absorbed into the metal. 

Lord Grandison and Robert Thorowgood provided the capital for Sir Clement Clerke, 
and Francis Nicholson to build cupolas (or reverberatory furnaces) in the Avon 
Gorge below Bristol in about 1678. Unfortunately when Clement Clerke went back 
for the rest of the capital, he found that Nicholson had taken it to Derbyshire and lost 
it. 

In 1683, there was a complicated agreement to the effect that business should be 
carried on by Sir Clement's son Talbot, but he was not quite 21 years old so that the 
business had to be in the name of a trustee. The business was in fact profitable. 
Talbot sought to declare a dividend, but Lord Grandison and his fellow financier, 
Hon. Henry Howard demanded that they be repaid money that they said Sir Clement 
owed them. This led to litigation, the litigation was ultimately resolved in Talbot's 
favour 


In 1687, while the lead cupola was out of their possession, Sir Clement and Talbot 
built a reverberatory furnace at Putney and smelted copper there. A patent was 
obtained for this in 1688. This led to the establishment of a copper smelting works 
close to the banks of the River Wye at Redbrook and the chartering of the English 
Copper Company. 


With the conclusion of the litigation, the cupola near Bristol reverted to Talbot Clerke. 
The Company for Smelting down Lead with Pitcoal was chartered to run this, but this 
was not successful and returned to Talbot (by then Sir Talbot) in 1695. 
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Clement Clerke baptised 8" October 1631 son of George and Barbera (daughter of 
Roger Palmer) Clerke. 

Clement Clarke married Sarah/Catherine Talbot (daughter of George Talbot of 
Rudge, Shropshire)

works and having treated with the said Talbott Clerke Esq. doe this day agree. 

That for all his rights title and interest in and to the said works with all the utensils 
thereunto belonging and allow in consideration of his art and mystery of smelting 
down lead with pittcoale and seacoale and the assignments of several contracts he 
hath made with Thomas Sumers, John Dunston or any others his servants imployed 
and instructed in the said art. This Company do agree to pay him the sum of nine 
thousand pounds in full for said works and art by giving him creditt for the said nine 
thousand”

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The Million Bank

The Bank on Tickets of the Million Adventure’ or Million Bank was founded in 1695 to 
invest in the 1694 Million Lottery Loan and to act as a bank. However, the company 
withdrew from banking in 1696 and thereafter concentrated on investment in annuities. 
The company's strategy was to use the profit it made (consisting of the difference 
between the thirteen per cent return it received from discounted Million lottery shares 
and the smaller dividend that was paid out to its stockholders) to buy the reversion of 
single life annuities issued by the government in 1693 and 1694. In this way an 
investment in the Million Lottery Loan, which was terminable after sixteen years, was 
converted into a long-term investment, the hoped-for securing of which was the reason 
Million Bank investors had been prepared to Sell their lottery shares to the company 
at a loss in the first place. 

The purchase of life annuity reversions, which by the time they were bought could be 
converted into ninety-five year annuities (calculated from 1694) on the payment of 
additional sums, gave the bank its long-term security. Until 1728 five per cent 
dividends were paid; thereafter four per cent were disbursed. By 1796 all the original 
annuities had expired, and except for the receipt of dividends from its investment in 
government and other stocks (built up with the proceeds of its sinking-fund over the 
years), and the distribution of these to its members, there was no longer any reason 
for the bank to continue. 

Accordingly, by the Million Bank Act of 1796 the company was wound up and the 
assets (which by successful management considerably exceeded the original capital) 
were divided amongst its stockholders. The act transferred the unclaimed balance of 
funds to the accountant general of the court of Chancery and the records of the bank 
to the six clerks of Chancery.

John Barkstead was sworn in as a member of the Court of Assistants 25"" October 
1692, he was also elected to serve in the year 1693, but in June 1693 he made it 
known he wished to leave the Company, he was disfranchised for not paying the 
arrears on his shares January 1694.

John Clarke 

John Clarke first attended a Company meeting 10" February 1705 and was elected 

to the Court of Assistants at that meeting having taken the oath. 

At the meeting of the Court of Assistants 8" May 1705 
Then the Court proceeded to take into consideration the want of a Messenger 
to attend the service of this Corporation and the question being put whether 
such an Officer should be now chosen. It was carried in ye affirmation. 
Then John Clarke was proposed to the Board to serve the Company as their 
messenger, and after some debate he was called in, and Mr Governor informed 
him of the nature of a messengers Office, and what would be expected from 
him. Viz". 
To attend the General Courts & Courts of Assistants, and to carry out & deliver 
the summonses for the same so often as there shall be occasion, And to do & 
perform all such other matters services & things as appertain to and are proper 
for such an officer to do & perform. To which he agreed, & proposed to serve 
the company for a salary of ten pounds per annum, and then withdrew. 


“The questions being severally put that John Clarke be the said messenger, and 
allowed a salary of ten pounds per annum for such service. It was, Resolved in 
the affirmative upon which he was again called in, and Mr Governor acquainted 
him with the said resolution, & he was thereupon accordingly declared to be the 
messenger of this Corporation, & took the oath of fidelity as such before the 
Governor in Open Court.” 


Following this decision John Clarke no longer served on the Court of Assistants. 


Thomas Cooper was a member of the Committee of the Royal Mines Copper 
from at least November 1697. He was admitted to the LLC 13" February 1705, and 
elected to the Court of Assistants, he served until his death in 1716. 


Thomas Cooper Merchant Tailor, of White Chapel died 28" January 1716, buried 2"¢ 
February 1716, aged 78, buried at Bunhill Fields. 


Christopher Crell took the declaration instead of an oath 11" December 1705 to 
become a member of the Company, he was elected to the Court of Assistants 31% 
December 1705 continued to serve up until his death in 1711. Probate 31% January 
1711. 
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Christopher Crell (Spinowski) M.D. — A Pole, and a doctor of medicine of 
Leyden of 6" July, 1682 ; was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physicians

Peter De Lannoy was member of the Committee of the Royal Mines Copper from at 
least 1697, he was the treasurer until June 1698 when Edward Wright took over the 
role. He was elected Chairman of the Company 6" April 1703, replacing William 
Monson, he was replaced as Chairman by Urban Hall 4" April 1704. He was sworn 
in as a member of the LLC Court of Assistants 10'° February 1705, he was last 
elected to the Court 5'" January 1711. 

The Company record show that in January 1722 Peter De Lannoy had 14 shares 
and Sarah De Lannoy had 2 shares in July 1722, Peter had 9 shares and Sarah 2 
shares. In January 1723, Sarah De Lannoy had 3 shares and Ann De Lannoy had 3 
shares, they were listed as shareholders up until January 1726.

answer the sum of £10,207 3s 51/4d reported and Decreed due to the said Company; 
But the same is so received without prejudice to any demand the said Company have 
by virtue of the Decree made in this cause upon the said Creed, Leeds, Smith & 
Woolley, and the other defendants for the sum of £4,461 11s 9d the remainder of the 
said £10,207 3s 51/4d or any part thereof that shall not be repaid by the Defendant 
Gray the Executor of the said Dr Wright.

John Tucker was an English politician who sat in the House of Commons between 
1735 and 1778. Tucker was the son of Edward Tucker. He married Martha Gollop 
daughter of George Gollop, of Berwick, Dorset. Tucker was the mayor of 
Weymouth in 1726 and 1732. He entered Parliament on 28 February 1735 as 
member of Parliament for Weymouth and Melcombe Regis, when George 
Dodington bubbles decided to sit for Bridgwater. He succeeded his father in 1739 
and, like his father, he followed Dodington, to join him to take control of Weymouth 
and Melcombe Regis of Walpole in 1741. Dodington was the General political 
fixer. In 1744 Tucker became the cashier of the Treasurer of the Navy. He did not 
stand at the General election 1747 because his office became incompatible with 
a seat in the House of Commons in accordance with the law of the place in 1742. 
In 1754 Tucker was mayor of Weymouth and in the General election of 1754 was 
elected to the Weymouth and Melcombe Regis.

Thomas Salter (1713-1761) was christened in St. Martin-in-the-Fields, 
London, on 1 May 1713, the eldest child of Edward Salter and Ann Peach. 
He was educated at Westminster School from 1720 until 1732, when he was 
elected Student of Christ Church, Oxford; he graduated in 1736. On 14 
October 1736, in St. George’s Chapel at Hyde Park Corner, Thomas Salter 
married Ann Williams, daughter of Roger Williams, a friend of his father’s. 
She gave birth to nine children, but only Edward, Henrietta, Margaret Ann 
and Philippa seem to have survived childhood. The newly-wed couple moved 
into a house in Cleveland Row, opposite St. James’s Palace, where they lived 
until 1758, by which time they also had lodgings at Hampton Court Palace7. 
Their house ‘against St. James’s Stables’ was on the east corner with Russell 
Court and the third house from St. James’s Street. Roger Williams’s coffee 
house was the third house up from the corner with Cleveland Row (part of 
the highway running between Charing Cross and Hyde Park). 

Thomas Salter was appointed to the Royal Household at St. James’s Palace 
in October 1737 as ‘Clerk of the Green Cloth, in room of the late Mr. Morrison. 
Strictly speaking, he was one of four Under Clerks of the Board of Green 
Cloth working for the four Principal Clerks. He remained at this level until his 
death on 22 September 1761, by which time he was the most senior of the 
Under Clerks; obituaries refer to him as ‘Senior Clerk to the Board of Green 
Cloth’. The Board of Green Cloth was in charge of the domestic, financial and 
judicial administration of the Royal Household (as opposed to the court, which 
was run by the Lord Chamberlain). 

Thomas Salter inherited his father-in-law’s fortune upon Roger Williams’s 
death in January 1747, part of this inheritance was Williams’s Coffee House 
at 86 St. James’s Street, London.

In 1741 John Miers of Cannon St, London had bought into the tin plate company at 
Ynyspenllwch, he introduced tinplate manufacture, the first rolling mill in the Swansea 
valley. The Miers family built the house at Ynyspenllwch, John Miers was followed by 
his sons Henry (died before 1780) and John Nathaniel (died 1787) and then by John 
Nathaniel Miers II (died 1814). Miers bought the works site from the Gnoll estate in 
1801. When John Nathaniel II died in 1814 leaving an 11 year old son Richard Hill 
Miers (1803-55), the works closed, the equipment being sold in 1817. The Miers 
retained ownership and the works were re-opened leased from 1825 to W. Llewellyn, 
then from 1859 to Henry Strick his son-in-law, and from 1865-71 to the Ynyspenllwch 
Tinplate Co. The industry faltered in the later C19 and the works finally closed by 1920. 
The Miers family owned Ynyspenllwch until 1914, Richard Hanbury Miers (died 1870), 
then Henry Nathaniel Miers (1848-1926) who sold the estate.

James Horne: 

From an early age he took great interest in scientific pursuits, and in mechanical 
inventions and improvements ; initiating several for which he declined to take out 
patents, leaving the manufacturers to reap the benefit of his talents. Like many others, 
he devoted attention to the ungrateful subject of Steam Locomotion on common roads, 
and with the ordinary result of loss of time and money. 


The subject of warming and ventilating buildings also occupied his attention ; and he 
applied the system, with success, to several buildings of the City Companies of which 
he was a Member. 


He was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society on the 6th of February, 1834, was an 
early Member of the Society of Arts, in the Adelphi, and was connected with several 
other societies. He was elected an Associate of this Institution on the 20th February, 
1835,-served the office of Auditor in the year 1840, and contributed several original 
Papers to the Meetings. He was a very constant attendant at the Meetings, taking part 
in the discussions, and was always ready to undertake anything which he conceived 
to be conducive to the advantage, or prosperity of the Society. 


He was essentially an Amateur Mechanic, and possessing ample means, with time at 
his command, he was enabled to indulge his predilections; yet he with equal energy 
devoted a portion of his time, and much of his wealth, in relieving the wants of his 
fellow-creatures, and became a Governor of most of the Charitable Societies. 


For nine years before his decease, he was, in consequence of an attack of paralysis, 
obliged to discontinue his hitherto regular attendance at the Meetings of this and other 
Societies; and at length he sank calmly to rest, on the 26th October 1856, in his sixty- 
eighth year, deeply regretted by his family and a wide circle of friends, by whom he 
was much esteemed, as an upright, kind-hearted man.

George Grenfell Glyn (created 2" Baron of Wolverton in 1869) was born in London 
on 10 February 1824, the eldest of nine sons of George Carr Glyn (Banker) and his 
wife Marianne (daughter of Pascoe Grenfell M.P.). George Carr Glyn was a partner 
in Glyn, Mills & Co and Member of Parliament for Kendal. 


George Grenfell Glyn was educated at Rugby School and, from 1842, University

Banking career 

George Grenfell Glyn became a partner in the family bank (Glyn, Mills & Co.) in his 
early twenties, on leaving university. 

In 1863 he led a group of financiers promoting the proposed new Anglo-Austrian Bank, 
which was intended to challenge the Rothschilds’ domination of Austrian government 
finance. The bank opened for business on 4 January 1864 with a starting capital of 
£2m. It continued trading until 1926, when it merged with British Trade Corporation to 
form Anglo-International Bank. 

In 1866, George Grenfell Glyn withdrew from active bank life in favour of his political 
career, but he remained a partner in Glyn, Mills & Co until his death. 


Political career 

George Grenfell Glyn was elected Liberal Member of Parliament for Shaftesbury in 
1857. He was a firm supporter and trusted confidant of William Ewart Gladstone. 

In 1866 Glyn was asked to become Liberal chief whip, but refused the role unless he 
was permitted to remain a partner in the family bank. This raised a potential conflict of 
interests, since if the Liberals were subsequently elected to government, the chief whip 
would become one of the secretaries of the Treasury. It was eventually agreed that 
Glyn could accept the post if his partnership in the bank became an inactive interest. 
As Liberal chief whip, Glyn brought together the whips’ office with the Liberal 
Registration Association into a single headquarters, thereby linking the Liberals in 
parliament much more closely with local Liberal party associations. After the Liberal 
party came to power in 1868, Glyn became patronage secretary to the Treasury. 


Glyn’s father died later in 1873, and George Grenfell Glyn inherited the title Lord 
Wolverton. He resigned his seat in the House of Commons and entered the House of 
Lords. At the same time, he was sworn of the privy council. 


During Gladstone’s second period in office, from 1880 to 1885, Glyn served as 
Paymaster-General. He was Postmaster-General in Gladstone’s short-lived third 
period in office, from February to July 1886. As the Liberal party became deeply 
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divided over the question of Irish Home Rule, Glyn remained loyal to Gladstone, and 
to his support for Home Rule. 


He was a lieutenant of the City of London and a yeoman in the Dorset Cavalry under 
the command of Lord Iichester. 


George Grenfell Glyn divided his time between his London home and his country 
houses at Iwerne Minster, Dorset, and Coombe Wood, Kingston. He took a special 
interest in the village of lwerne, where he and his wife supported two local orphanages.

Raikes Currie (1801-81) was a partner in the London banks Curries & Co and Glyn, 
Mills, Currie & Co and also a politician. 


Background and early life 
Raikes Currie was born on 15 April 1801, the second son of the banker Isaac Currie 
and his wife Mary Anne Raikes, daughter of East India merchant William Raikes. 
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In 1826 Raikes Currie and his brother Isaac George became partners in the family 
bank, which was known thereafter as Curries & Co. 


Banking career 

Following his father's death in 1843, Raikes Currie took responsibility for managing 
the bank. His two eldest sons, George Currie and Bertram Wodehouse Currie, later 
joined him in the bank. The latter quickly became the leading force in the bank, and 
negotiated its merger with Glyn, Mills & Co in 1864. Both Raikes Currie and Bertram 
Wodehouse Currie became partners in the merged bank. 


Politician 
In 1837 Raikes Currie was elected as Liberal Member of Parliament for Northampton, 
a seat he held until 1857. 


Other activities 

Raikes Currie served as a magistrate for Middlesex, Buckinghamshire, Essex, 
Hampshire and Kent. He also served as a deputy lieutenant for Middlesex. He was a 
director of the Sun Fire Office. 


He was involved in a number of ways with South Australia: he was a founding director 
of the South Australian Company; a director of the Van Diemen's Land Company; 
treasurer of the South Australian District Committee of the Incorporated Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts; and a member of the South Australian 
Church Society, the Provisional Committee of the South Australian Association and 
the South Australia Literary and Scientific Association. 


The family bank was connected to slavery in the British West Indies and contributed 
some £9,000 (possibly as much as £50,000) to the creation of South Australia in 1836.
